We 
have routed the rebels pretty well. 
They 


burned-the bridge-at Big river the day be- 
fore we got there. We took ten prisoners 
and five horses, jujd. ten kegs of. .powder, 
which; theyiad hid in the woods.' 


The battle at Fredericktown was the hard- 


est one for the time on record. I must tell 
you iow it commenced. We went into the 
town where \ they -were encamped. 
They 


had left on the morning of the same day,, 
so the people told us, and'gone to Little 
Bock, while at "the same time they laid in a 
cornfield abon\half_a rnileodiBtont.

th«re waj a black friend who told ns where 
they were; The same day they were rein-

and huzzas of the men, defy human powar 
to describe. The man that says he felt no 
fear or trembling for the first few .shots in 
an action, you may stamp as a coward. -As 
for myself, I never had such a sensation- 
nothing so terrible. 
After each discharge 


fro'm a gun, all the crew (officers included) 
except the loader, sponger and powdermati, 
fall flat on their stomachs, thus avoiding 
the shell that may happen to strike on deck, 
for, in bursting, the splinters have a ten- 
dency to fly upward. It is laughable, to see 
them all go down at once; but I can as- 
sure it is a very pleasant sensation to even 
think one's self out of the way of these ter- 
rible splinters. ^ I would much prefer being: 
shot away by a solid ball than to be man- 
gled by one of these ugly missels. 


So much for my first sensation in battle. 


Although I have been under a fire of mus- 
ketry, (in oue of our boat expeditions two
